DEAN  IlfOC  AND  SPAIN 

Dean  W.  R.  Inge,  In  one  of  his  essays,  corrects 
an  Impression  that  has  gained  wide  credence. 

He  points  to  some  of  the  facts  of  the  situation 
in  Spain.  The  belief  Is  encouraged  In  many 
quarters  that  the  "loyalist"  Oovemment  Is  "the 
ipwfuUy  elected  Government  of  Spain."  Dean 
Inge  characterizes  this  as  untrue,  and  says:  "In 
spite  of  every  kind  uf  fraud  and  intimidation, 
Including  ttie  destruction  of  voting  urns,  the 
Frente  Popular  scored  only  4.356.000  votes  against 
4,910,000  for  the  Right  and  Centre.  By  fraudulent 
means  8M  candidates  were  declared  elected  for 
the  Left,  and  only  217  for  the  Ri?;ht,  of  whom  40 
were  not  allowed  to  take  their  seats." 

Dean  Inge  quotes  Professor  AlHaon  Peers  as
